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It Can Be Done 


N a recent article in Collier’s Weekly, John T. Flynn, in 
speaking of the change in selling methods that has been 
induced by the depression, remarks: “Nowhere did I 
hear more of this immense change in the matter of selling 
energy than among automobile distributors and dealers. In 
spite of the fact that automobile registrations fell off, I found 
any number of automobile dealers who were doing better 
business. But in almost every case they attributed it, aside 
from the value of their cars, a natural explanation, to more 
intensive selling. In the past dealers relied on their manu- 
facturers to sell their cars by advertising. But now they 
have to have that, plus more actual selling hours in their own 
work. It is surprising what dealers have been able to do.” 
Mr. Flynn in his article cites cases of automobile dealers 
who have managed to increase business in spite of general 
conditions. He notes the case of the Holt Motor Company, 
in Minneapolis, which has its dealers scattered through a 
farming territory, where depression has laid a heavy hand. 
Yet this company has managed to increase its business each 
year and to erect homes for itself in both Minneapolis and 
St. Paul. 

He also cites the case of Murphy Brothers, Chrysler 
dealers in Omaha, and quotes the head Murphy as follows: 
“To illustrate the factor of work, many dealers, as soon as 
the business decline appeared, just lay down. They admitted 
there was a depression, that everybody was broke and that 
they couldn’t sell cars. We could have done the same thing, 
but we merely added to our staff, put them to work in the 
territory of these languid dealers, dug up prospects for them, 
closed their sales, and the result has been a big business. 
We now have filed orders for forty carloads of automobiles 
which we have not yet been able to get filled.” 

As a matter of fact, when the tragic history of this 


greatest depression in our modern history comes to be writ- | 


ten, the part that automobile dealers have played will be 
rather inspiring. During such a period of business decline 


the task of the dealer handling a commodity selling any- | 


where from $400 to $5,000 is a hard one. Even in times 
of depression there are certain classes of buying that must 
continue. There are other classes of products the purchase 
of which most people generally delay, waiting for “better 


times.” The records prove that many people have delayed 
purchasing motor cars which normally would have been 
bought. 


In spite of all the adverse factors, the vast majority of 
automobile dealers have managéd to stay in business. This 
fact actually represents an enormous volume of extra sales 
effort and honest struggle to overcome adverse conditions. 
lf most dealers had not courageously faced depression con- 
ditions and fought for business, they would not be dealers 
today. The retail end of the automotive industry as a whole 
has no reason to be ashamed of its behavior in the worst 
financial period that this country has known in the memory 
of any now living. 


Sick City Traffic 
E. 


L. CORD, chairman of the urban traffic committee of 

the National Automobile Chamber of Commerce, 
remarks that “urban traffic is seriously in need of first aid.” 
He remarks further that “Retail trade of all kinds, office 
building owners, restaurants, theaters and all agencies of 
urban transportation are struggling against the tightening 
meshes of congestion.” 

How much American business loses in the course of a 
year because motor car owners today cannot use their cars 
efficiently or comfortably to transact business it is impos- 
sible even to guess, but the total would be appalling. The 
cures for our present ills would probably be so costly as to 
stagger financial systems, but there are some first-aid 
measures that can be applied. But perhaps the best step 
that any city can take would be to call in the doctor, in this 
case the traffic engineer, to apply palliatives, since the needed 
operation is not possible,

CLEVE STOKES, president of 
* the Alabama Automotive Trades 
Association, has recently sent to the 
membership an interesting bulletin 


covering the work done by the or- 
ganization in its legislative promo- 
tion. The bulletin follows: 

“The president and directors of 
the Alabama Automative Trades As- 
sociation are glad to report that they 
were successful in passing all the 
association bills in the last Legisla- 
ture and in killing all bills which 
would have been harmful to the 
members of the associaticn. 

We passed House bill 119, which 
makes the tag follow the motor ve- 
hicle for which it was purchased for 
one tax year, and House bill 120, 
which allows your customers to buy 
tags for motor vehicles on a quar- 
terly basis, instead of on an annual 
or semi-annual basis, These two bills | 
went into 2ffect on Octobe> 1, 1931. 
“We were instrumental in having 
indefinitely postponed the Jordan 
shatterproof glass bill. This bill 
required every car, both new and 
used, to be equipped throughout with 
shatterproof glass immediately upon 
the passage of the bill. We fought! 
and helped kill the driver’s license 
bill, which set up a ‘bureau of exam- 
iners,’ who only proposed to examine 
applicants whe had driven cars less 
than one year. Every motor car 
driver, however, was required to pay 
for a driver's license. 

“We fought from their introduction 
House bills 54 and 452, the danger- 
ous Beebe truck bills, which would 
have affected 37,000 of our privately 
owned trucks. These | lls required 
each truck to have a license, a per-|

mit, based on weight and load ca- 
pacity; an insurance policy, the 
amount of which was to be deter- 
mined by the Tax Commission, and 
also required each truck to pay mile- 
age for each mile operated within 
the state of Alabama.

‘gravy train’ for damage suit :awyers 
and certain types of insurance com- 


| panies. 


“We passed the ‘weight basis bill’ 
in the House, 70 to 3, and in the Sen- 
ate, 17 to 7. Gov. Miller vetoed this 
bill. We asked him to recall his 
veto, but he refused to do it. The 
association would like to know if you 
wish this bill 
the special session? 

“The safety responsibility bill will 
be introduced again as soon as the 
Legislature assembles, so we must be 


; ready to fight it again. 


“Although we spent less money 
than the association ever spent be- 
fore, Our cxpenses have been very 
heavy. We have bills that must be 
paid. Indications are ihat the Legis- 
lature will be called again very soon 
to vote a 3-cent gasoline tax, so we 
must have funds in hand to pay our 
past due bills and protect your in- 
terests during the special] .ession.”

HIGHWAYS IN JERSEY 


Trenton, N. J., Dec. 8—To provide 
another safety factor in road travel. 
the New Jersey State Highway Com- 
mission is planning to construct its 
new routes next season with an isl- 
and which will separate approach- 
ing lines of vehicles. 

This arrangement is designed for | 
thoroughfares having a minimum 
right of way of 100 feet. In former 
years, New Jersey obtained its right 
of way at a width of 66 feet, but the 
increase in traffic on its trunk high- 
ways has led the board to adopt 
80 feet as a minimum width and 
tentative plans are now being made 
to procure a line even as high as 
125 feet across. 

The area of 100 feet and upward 
will give sufficient space for a grass 
plot of 14 to 30 feet between ap- 
proaching vehicles. The ultimate 
effect will be that of one-way streets 
with a park area. This arrangement 
is designed to eliminate head-on 
collisions which have resulted in 
numerous fatalities.
